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Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment (37 CFR 1.121) 

1 . The amendment document filed on November 13, 2008 is considered non-compliant 
because it has failed to meet the requirements of 37 CFR 1.121, as amended on June 30, 2003 
(see 68 Fed. Reg. 38611, June 30, 2003). 

The amendment document is non-compliant because the status identifier on claim 1 is 
incorrect. Claim 1 should have the status identifier (currently amended), not (previously 
presented), since claim 1 contains changes relative to the immediate prior version of the claims. 
Also, in claim 1, line 4, it appears Applicant used strikethrough to indicate that the "d" of wood 
is to be deleted and add an "1" with underlining right after the struck through "d". This is some 
what confusing, the examiner recommends completely striking through "wood" or using double 
brackets, since the word is less than 5 characters, and then adding the word complete word 
"wool" with underlining. Furthermore, in claim 1, line 5, Applicant underlines and strikes 
through "in contact," which is confusing because Applicant is striking through new limitations 
relative to the immediate prior version. 

The text of all claims being currently amended must be presented in the claim listing with 
markings to indicate the changes that have been made relative to the immediate prior version. 
The changes in any amended claim must be shown by underling (for added matter) or 
strikethrough (for deleted matter) with 2 exceptions: (1) for deletion of five characters or fewer, 
double brackets may be used (e.g., [[error]]); and (2) if strikethrough cannot be easily perceived 
(e.g., deletion of the number "4" or certain punctuation marks), double brackets must be used 
(e.g., [[4]]). 
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2. In order for the amendment document to be compliant, correction of the following item(s) 
is required. Only the corrected section of the non-compliant amendment document must be 
resubmitted (in its entirety), e.g., the entire "Amendments to the claims" section of applicant's 
amendment document must be re-submitted. 37 CFR 1.121(h) 

3. Since the amendment appears to be a bona fide attempt to be a reply (37 CFR 1.135(c)), 
applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of ONE MONTH from the mailing of this notice within 
which to re-submit the corrected section which complies with 37 CFR 1.121 in order to avoid 
abandonment. Extensions of this time period are available under 37 CFR 1.136(a).
